Finishing Touch in Florida. 

These two arbiters in Florida met 
Nelson Morris and C. M. Macfarlane of 
Morris & Co. in Florida yesterday. 
The result was an adjudication of the 
value of Armour common stock and 
the closing of the deal. The price 
agreed on for the stock will not be 
made public at least until formal an- 
nouncement of the merger, probably 
next Tuesday. 

Secretary of Agriculture Walface 
only a few days ago filed a complaint 
against the Armour-Morris merger as 
an illegal combination. Hearings On 
the complaint were set for early next 
month. The merger has now been ac- 
complished, however, and both the | 
Armour anc Morris interests believe 
the hearings will result favorably for 
them and sustain their contention that 
the deal is legal in every respect. 

Involves $500,000,000 Capital. 

The merger of Armour & Co. and 
Morris & Co. represents a combina- 
tion of capital of upwards of $500,000.- 
000. The financial statement of Ar- 
mour & Co. and subsidiaries as of Dec. 
$1, 1922, placed total assets at $441,- 
589,62C. The last published statement 
of Morris & Co. was as of Oct. 29, 1921, 
and placed total assets at $91,405,239. 
The two companies have about 65,000 
employés. 

The merger plan had its origin last 
November, when the Armour and Mor- 
ris interests and their fintncial back- 
ers sought means to reduce the aver- 
head cost of production. 

Conferences of bankers and Mr. Ar- 
mour and his staff were held in New 
York and Chicago. Subsequently Mr. 
Armour took the matter up with the 
government officials in an effort to in- 
sure federal approval. Attorney Gen- 
eral Daugherty decided that there was 
no ground for federal action.

Gov. Al Smith.of New Yorkiin a:recent message 
to the legislature proposes’thatithe state shall for- 
bid the'sale of any hydro-electric power developed 
from New York streams to: apnsumers outgide the 
state. That's a wonderful idea, for New York. The 
reasoning, if courtesy may c4l} it so, is that the 
streams belong to the people sof the state of New 
York and their product shouldfbe used only for the 
benefit of those people. 

Let.us carry the idea logicalty forward. The en- 
thracite coal supply. of the country }is confined to 
Pennsylvania. That is a natural resource and 
advantage from which the citizens offPennsylvants 
have a right to benefit above alhothers. Therefore 
coal from the state, 
which cannot be grown in NewYork in great quan- 
tities, Let them stop exporting it to New ¥ork or 
ufacture all the cotton products in the country. 

Minnesota. and Wisconsin have iron-ore in large 
quantities, They have no coal Indfang and Hl- 
nois. have coal but no iron. Let each state stop 
shippifig it to the Calumet district or the Pitts 
burgh district and we'll stop producing steel. 

Oklahoma and Pennsylvania have had laws pro 
hibiting the export of natural gas. Thay’have been 
declared unconstitutional Gov. Smith;{purposes to 
get around such a difficulty by a technicality of the 
ownership. of the water power resources.

Severg] depraved men have been sent to jail 


on sixty day sentences, and two have been fined 
for the crime of gelling obscene books and photo- 
graphs to school children. Books and pictures 
were indescribably vile, the products of perversion 
and abysmal! depravity. 

The almost inevitable consequence of putting 
them in the hands of children would be corrup- 
tion. The effects of home discipline, of mora! and 
religious training and the restraints of yoythful 
idealism and modesty would be swept away. The 
character building to which parenta, schools and 
churches have been devated would be destroyed 
and the social and moral effects would be incal- 
culably bad. 

This is of al! vice, it seems to ub, the worst. It 
is poison. It is an injection of bacteria certain 
to produce disease. It causes juvenile viciousness. 
It may destroy the future of the children con- 
taminated and taint their lives and their acts and 
send them into depraved maturity. 

If we found persons feeding dope te children to 
foree them to acquire the habit for life we should 
think that peculiar fiends had’ been discovered. 
The sex pollution of childhood is quite as bad. 

Law does not take, it seems to us, a proper view 
of the gravity of the offense. The city ordinances 
allow a maximum fine of $200 and the state law 
permits a jail sentence of not more than six months 
or a fine of not more than $1,000 for each offense. 
There is no digtinction made between the sale to 
adulta and the sale to children. A man peddling 
obscenity at @ stag party might get the same sen- 
tence as & man undermining the morals of a high 
school or a grade school. 

Seeia] welfare workers who have been quick to see 
an extravagant social damage in boxing, in which 
the incentive is to hardihood and courage and clean 
living, have not, seemingly, been perceptive that 
@ poisonous vice ig regarded by law as hardly 
more than a misdemeanor.

GHOSTS. 
There's a whisper of spring in the valleys, 


and have him tell the story ef the plague 
in London in 1665. The story, as told 
by the saddler for the purpose, was read 
far and wide. It accomplished one pur- 
pese. But it played havoe with Defoe's 
reputation as a careful historian. 

For two and a half centuries Defoe's 
“ History of the Plague Year” has been 
almost universally regarded as fiction. 
Now comes Dr. Watson Nicholson, whe 
uses newspapers, reports of officials, 
essays, books and origina] documents, 
and who proves that Defoe wrote his- 
tory, intended it as history, got his facts 
from the sources, quoted the authorities 
correctly, in fact, lifted paragraphs and 
pages bodily from the original sources 
and produced a book of verities. 

But, alas! The shade of “ Robinson 
Crusoe" lay over it all! 


: ~- 

Dr. Nicholson uncovered the following 
facts among meny others. These are 
cited because they apply to us today: 

Certain parts of America and Hurope 
and all parts of southern Asia are now 
threatened by plague. 

From 1603 to 1666 London was never 
free from plague. 

In 1665 the disease got beyond con- 
trol] and caused deaths estimated at 
100,000, Hodges says that early in Sep- 
tember more than 12,000 died of it in 
a single week. 

The wild flights of fancy of which 
Defoe has stood accused for more than 
two centuries, Nicholson finds, were mere 
recital of horrid, naked facts taken from 
official records and accepted books. 

I wish the southern communities, 
which, prior to 1880 endured yellow fever, 
could have read and accepted Defoe in 
the light of Nichalson. There is not a 
costly, death dealing, inhuman folly in 
which they indulged which was not tried 
out and preved to have been a folly 


as the folly of a yellow fever aad ma- 
laria policy which did not include watch, 
ing mosquitoes was later proved. 

Boghurst wrote of the plague of files 
and ants the summer before, but ne 
one said anything about fleas or ratp. 
Hodges and Boghurst wrote of unusual 
weather, but they failed to make a case 
because at that time no one knew of 
the relation of rainfall to the prevelenca 
of fleas.

G. K. Chesterton’s Choice. 


G. K. Chesterton said, in an article 
not long ago, that “ Kai Lung’s Golden 
Hours,” by Ernest Bramah, has given 
him more pleasure than any .book he 
read last year. The moment the ar- 
ticle appeared every one began bewil- 
deringly asking: “ Who is this Ernest 
Bramah?” and almost immediately an 
energetic publisher announced the 
book for American publication, and 
here it is. “ Kai Lung’s Golden Hours” 
is a series of incidents in the life of a 
strolling talemaker, each incident sort 
of complete in itself, and yet all of 
them parts of the whole story of Kai 
Lung. Their special charm is the 
amusing quaintness of the style, the 
sentences steeped in the essence of 
flowers and a sort .of cynical jaunti- 
ness. The style is embroidered to the 
limit of the cloth. It at times almost 
weighs down the fragile fabric of the 
tale. But it is certainly “ different’ 
and pleasant, if you don’t try to read 
too much of it at a time. It is a very 
exotic method of writing, and, to thos« 
to whose taste it is, a succulent plum 
Incidentally, the short introduction by 
Hilaire Belloc is one of the most 
gracious and most charming bits of 
writing that it has been my pleasure 
to read these many days.

HE gardener who has a good sup- 
ply of old leaves that have been 
in a compost heap long enough 
to decay will not have to worry 

about the kind of fertilizer needed to 

give his flowers a quick start. Leaf 
mold outranks barnyard manure with 
most flower growers. Old leaves that 
are well rotted furnish plant food 
ready for use as soon as the root sys- 
tem begins to penetrate the soil. 

In preparing soil for flower boxes 
and pots mix the leaf mould with gar- 
den loam and gritty sand. Sand has 


no food value, but it keeps the soil 


loose and prevents it from packing | 


LEAVES FINE FERTILIZER. , 
and forming a crust. With plenty of — 


sand the water drains out readily, al- 
lowing air to enter. 

With every gallon of garden loam 
and leaf mould use one-half gallon 
of clean sand. Pick out all the sticks, 
straws, stones, and lumps of soil. Some 
gardeners recommend sifting, while 
others say it is not advisable, but in 
either case the soil should be pulver- 
ized, leaving a fine layer for the seed 
on top. 

To stimulate quick growth even in a | 
good leaf mould garden loam soil use |

The first recipe for mushroom soup I 
ever acquired, and from one who made 
it, read thus: One and one-half pints 
of cream, one-half pint of milk, one 
can of mushrooms or a pint, which 
equals a quart of fresh ones. Chop 
them and if fresh ones are used chop 
and sauté. Add to milk and cream 
and season with one half teaspoon of 
mushroom ketchup, one-half teaspoon

Hope that the railroads of the coun- 
try again may “come into their own ”’ 
was revived yesterday by official pub- 


fication of earnings for January. The | 
class one railroads reported net oper- | 
ating income of $60,654,700 for the. 


month, which is at the annual rate of 


$6.54 per cent on the tentative valu- 
ation. This is within striking distance 
of the 6 per cent return contemplated 
in the transpcertation act of 1920. 

The January showing is particularly 
impressive from the fact that net reve- 
nue was slightly more than double that 
of January, 1921, when the total was 
$29,486,000, although the month's oper- 
ating expenses this year were 21 per cent 
greater than last year. To this result 
must be attributable a large increase in 
gross earnings, which cou!d hardly be 
otherwise in view of traffic of record 


proportions. 
“Earnings Hicher Last March. 


The 5.54 per cent earned in January 
does not constitute a high mark, as fig- 
ures go, although it really may be equiva- 
jent to a new record. The percentage 
reached 6.83 last March and 5.40 in Oc- 
tober, 1921. But these percentages were 
earned by sharp reductions in expenses 
rather than by increased gross revenue. 
Expenses last March and in October, 
1921, were respectively 9% and 24% below 
the corresponding months in the preced- 
ing years. Moreover, neither of these 
former high percentages were sustained 
in the succeeding months, which in both 
cases dropped below 4 per cent. 

The current figures are also of inter- 
est for their bearing on the future. The 
present activity in business and industry 
apparently forecasts a still greater in- 
This expecta- 
tion is substantiated by the steady heavy 
purchasing of equipment, which total 
$125,000.000 or more since Jan. 1 and is 
expected to aggregate $750,000,000 this 
year. 

Steel Industry*Has Big Outpnt. 


Another indication of practical capa- 
city operations in the steel industry was 
given yesterday. Production of steel 
ingots in February was maintained at 
practically the same level as in Janu- 
ary. Daily output last month was 104,- 
250 tons, compared with 104,887 tons in 
January, according to the figures of the 
American Steel and Iron institute. Prices 
of steel sheets and refined bar iron were 
advanced again yesterday.

“The trade and industrial pace is 
quickening and the price situation shows 
increased strength,’ Bradstreet’s says. 
“The week has-‘shown slightly more ac- 
tivity in buying, both from jobbers and 
retailers. Additional measures of im- 
provement point to February having wit- 
nessed a surge forward in many lines 
of industry equal to or in excess of 
January.” 

“Further evidence of the decisive char- 
acter of domestic business recovery is 
found in current returns of production 
in basic industries,” Dun’'s says.

New York, March 9.—[{Special.]—Com- 
mittees representing bondholders of the 
New York Railways company are at 
work on a plan for reorganization and re- 
moval of the present receivership. The 
plan would continue the consolidation 
of the lines now controlled by the re- 
ceiver, but would leave out of consider- 
ation the three lines which have since 
been restored to independent operation, 
namely the Eighth Avenue company, the 
Ninth avenue company and the Fourth 
and Madison avenue line.
